The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art 
are the references of Tada et al., Kleber-Janke et al., and Lacorte et al., cited in the Office action 
mailed February 20, 2004, which disclose a method for antisense suppression of a 16 kDa 
allergen in rice seeds, the identification of homologous regions common to more than one Ara h 
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allergen gene, and gene transfer into peanut plants via Agrobacterium tumefaciens, respectively, 
but do not teach or suggest a method for producing a transgenic peanut plant with reduced or 
undetectable allergen protein content in the seed comprising identifying a homologous region 
common to more than one Ara h allergen gene; cloning the homologous region in a vector 
modified for peanut transformation; transforming a recipient peanut plant cell with the vector; 
and identifying a transgenic plant that produces seeds having reduced or undetectable allergen 
protein content.
